2. US-NATO. TUESDAY NYTIMES FLORA LEWIS WASHINGTON 
REPORTED MISUNDERSTANDINGS, LACK OF INFORMATION AND BASIC 
DIVERGENCE IN PERCEPTIONS OF NATURE OF MIDDLE EAST CRISIS 
LED TO RIFT BETWEEN EUROPE AND US, ACCORDING TO US AND 
ALLIED DIPLOMATS. INTERVIEWS DISCLOSED PERSONALITY OF 
KISSINGER AND DIPLOMATIC HISTORY OF PAST TWO YEARS WERE 
ALSO IMPORTANT FACTORS. CHANGING CIRCUMSTANCES IN RE- 
CENT YEARS, SUCH AS HEAVY EUROPEAN DEPENDENCE ON ARAB OIL 
SUPPLIES, QUANTITY AND SOPHOSTICATION OF WEAPONS SUPPLIED 
TO ARABS BY RUSSIANS AND ARAB'S UNEXPECTED ABILITY TO 
MOUNT JOINT DIPLOMATIC CAMPAIGN WERE NOT ADEQUATELY 
WEIGHED OR EVEN NOTICED. SERIOUS NEW STRAINS ON ATLANTIC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RELATIONS ALSO FLOWED FROM WAY US AND EUROPE HAVE BEEN 
CONDUCTING THEIR DIPLOMATIC EXCHANGES, WITH US SOURCES CON- 
CEDING THAT US MADE LITTLE EFFORT TO EXPLAIN ITS VIEW TO 
ALLIES. OFFICIALS CONCEDED STATE HAD FACILITIES TO REACH 
ALLIED GOVERNMENTS THAT COULD EASILY HAVE BEEN UTILIZED 
BUT IT WAS A ONE-MAN SHOW ACCORDING TO OFFICIALS AT STATE.

NOT GIVEN THEM ADEQUATE CREDIT TO HELP SUPPORT DOLLAR AND 
SHARE COST OF RUNNING NATO, AND COMPLAIN US TOO OFTEN USES 
SECURITY UMBRELLA TO EXTRACT ECONOMIC ADVANTAGES. 

3. COMMENT. TODAY'S WASHPOST EDITORIALIZES ON OIL AND 
ATLANTIC ALLIANCE, SAYING MUCH-DISCUSSED NEW ATLANTIC 
CHARTER IS NOW REVEALED TO HAVE BEEN SHOULDERED RUDELY 
ASIDE BY STARK RULE OF EVERY MAN FOR HIMSELF, WITH AMERICA 
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STARTING DAMAGE BY ITS INADEQUATE WARNING TO EUROPEANS OF
